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Dr. Angrell W ill Never Be President of 
the University Agrain. 


Ann Arbor, Dec. 27.—It is not likely 
that Dr. James 
B. Angell, former 
president of the Michigan university, 
but now minister to Turkey, will ever 
resume his old position with the great 
college in this city. Said a member of 
the board of regents: 


*‘We are of the opinion that Dr. An­ 
gell will remain athis present post dur­ 
ing the w’hole of President McKinley’s 
administration. From word that we 
have received from Constantinople, 
both directly and indirectly, we con­ 
sider it most probable that he will not 
return to his former position at the head 
of the University of Michigan at the 
end of the year’s leave of absence given 
him. 


“He is in the midst of a work of very 
great and serious importance to his 
government, and for him to leave that 
work unfinished would be worse than 
not to come back to us as president of 
the institution, whose atTairs he has ad­ 
ministered for so long a time. 


••We do not expect him, and, in fact, 
will consider it odd if he should give 
up the duties of his present position to 
return to the university. In his place 
now as president of the institution is 
Harry 
Hutchins, whose work is 
magnificent. The executive end of the 
college has never been handled better 
than lie is handling it. He is Dr. An- 
gell’s logical successor, and in case the 
latter does not return, and we are of 
the opinion that he will not, I may say 
in frankness, that it is more than prob­ 
able that Mr. Hutchins will be named 
his permanent successor.”

ConutleiB thousands of years ago ?ait 
■tretohei of glaoial cleposita oame slid- 
iig across the state of Xew JornGy, 
mounted the Palisades, pushed their 
way across the Hudson river, scoured 
over Manhattan Island and slid out into 
i he Atlantic ocean, whither they disin- 
legrtved and sank into the deep or per- 
laps glided on to the other shore. 


But in their onward march these 
glaciers left indestructible evidence of 
their grinding stride, and today all 
along the palisades the trap rocks and 
)owlders are worn smooth where the 
mountains of ice and sand passed over 
them. In some rooks are deep scratches, 
all pointing eastward 
and showing 
which way the glacial deposits drifted. 
There is the evidence, mute, but indis­ 
putable. 


To the careful observer there are 
numberless other evidences of the pres­ 
ence of glacial influences in the past, 
but none is more convincing than the 
tramp bowlder that has finally settled 
down in the woods in the heart of En­ 
glewood borough. There it sits, a tow­ 
ering mass of rock weighing perhaps 
200 tons and resting upon three points 
which in themselves find a purchase on 
a fiat rouk that is part of and common 
to the cbaraoDer of rock which composes 
the palisades. But, strangely enough 
and to the wonderment of geologists, 
the tramp bowlder is red sandstone from 
the Jers^ hills 25 ^miles inland, and 
the pedestal is metamorphite or soft 
granite. 


Around this marvelous monument 
save grown trees that muy perhaps be 
a century old, nud they bave completely 
hedged it in, while the rock itself has 
stood where it stands today for thou 
sands of years. On the pedestal or that 
part of it which is protected from the 
action of the elements can be seen the 
deep ridges and scars made across its 
flat surface by the great||»i’inding pres­ 
sure of the body of ice uud sand that 
passed over it countless years ago when 
New York was ice and suow clad and 
the world was a desolate waste in 
state of chaos. 


This tramp bowlder has caused geol­ 
ogists much wonderment and is regard­ 
ed today as one of the finest specimens 
ever left in the wake of a glacier. It is 
equally astounding as though an explor 
er should find the bull of a steamboat in 
the Sahara desert. The only way it could 
get there would be through some great 
convulsion that had landed it from the 
sea in the heart o f the inland sands.— 
New York Journal.

Re»snn« Why They Are Not All of 
Oue Shiipe. 


Why is there not a lixod form for al 
eggs? We can see no reason in theanat 
omy of the bird, but wo may often find 
reasons for the shape of any particular 
egg in its later history. 


It is noticeable, for instance, that the 
more spherical eggs, as those of owls, 
trogons and the like, are usually laici 
in holes in the earth, rocks or trees, 
where they cannot fall out of the nest, 
and that the eggs of the ordinary song 
bird, which makes a well constructec 
nest, are oval, while the sliia, straight 
sided, conoidal eggs, tapering sharply 
to a point, belong to birds that construct 
little or no nest—to the shore birds, 
terns, guillemots and the like. 
Why 
Because tht‘.so last drop them in suiai 
clutclius and with little or no prepara 
tion upon sand or luek, where, were 
they spherical, they could only with 
dilliculty be kept closer buneath the sit­ 
ting bird, but cuuicui olgects will tend 
always to roll toward a center. An ad­ 
ditional advantage is that eggs of the 
latter shape will take up less space— 
form a snugger package to be warmed. 
In the case of guillemots the single egg 
laid is especially fiat sided and tapering, 
and the species owes its perpetuation 
largely to this circumstance, since, 
were it not for the egg’s toplike tenden­ 
cy to revolve about its own apex, the 
chances are that it would be push^ off 
the ledge of naked sea cliff where the 
careless or stupid bird leaves it. 


This suggests a word in reference to 
the popular fable that sitting birds care­ 
fully turn their eggs every day or of ten- 
er in order to warm them equally. No 
such thing is done, because unnecessary, 
since, as we have seen, the germinal 
part always rises to the top and places 
itself nearest the influential warmth of 
the mother's body.—Ernest Ingersoll in 
Harper*« Magazine.

With Private Concerns. 


C A R N EG IE HAS A !N EW PR O C ESS 


Has Secured th e E xclusive U se of 
the Krupp P rocess In This 
Country. 


There is little hope that Benton Har­ 
bor or any other town will jçet a gov­ 
ernment armor plant. It is very doubt- 
iul if any will ever be built. The 
Scientific American of last Saturday 
sums up the situation as follow»: 


T here is some prospect of a settle­ 
m ent of the arm or plant controversy 
between the governm ent and the lirms 
engaged in arm or plute m anufacture,by 
th e latter offering to supply a much su­ 
perior plate at the price lixed upon by 
th e secretary of th e navy. 
It is well 
understood in naval circles th at the 
K rupp factory is turning out nickle 
plates treated w ith its new gas process 
which have shown b etter 
ballistic 
results than th e 
nickle*stccl 
Har* 
vey plates 
which 
hâve 
won such 
world-like celebrity. 
It uow appears 
th a t the Carnegie and Bethlehem com­ 
panies have acquired the rights to the 
K rupp process in this country, and two 
experim ental plates are being made 
which will shortly be tested at the na­ 
val provins: station at Indian Head. 
T he Ivrupp plates have shown all thu 
hardness of the H arvey plates, with 
rem arkable toughness which runders it 
practically impossible to break them . 
Extrem e tougliness and extrem e hard­ 
ness seemed to be incom patible in the 
same plate, until llurvey euinbined the 
two by the use of iiiekel and face hard­ 
ening. 
The hardness, however, is al 
ways present in g reater ilegree than 
the toughness in llurvey plates. 
The 
new Ivrupp process seems lo render the 
plate absolutely proof against fracture 
If the two ex[)erinieiiial plates show

The Early London Omnibas. 


When tbe queen came to the throne, 
omnibuses were a new but already pop­ 
ular institution. They were longer, nar­ 
rower and lower than tlie present ones 
and had no seats on the roof. 
The pas­ 
sengers were carefully shut in by a 
door at the end, as if to make quite sure 
of them, once they were captured, till 
they had paid their fares. 
On a little 
round perch behind stood the conductor 
or “ cad,” hanging on by a leather loop 
passed over his arm. Sixpence was the 
usual bus fari! (50 years ago, whether 
you went from beginning to end of the 
journey or only a few hundred yards. 
As there was very little regulation of 
the street trailic of London iu those 
days, if the bus was filled up at start­ 
ing it went like a fire engine in order 
to get in an extra journey, but other­ 
wise it crawled and pottered about till 
the requisite number was obtained. 


Each omnibus wus licensed only for 
a particular route. 
It paid the stage­ 
coach duty of £5 when lirst started and 
a shilling a year for keeping the license 
in force, besides a mileage duty, varying 
w ith the numhi-rof passengers it w’ould 
hold, but coming to about threepence 
per mile ou the average.—G entlem an’s 
Magazine.

neglected condition. 
No appropriate 
stone rises over it, the ground ronnd 
about it is unoared for, and the tomb of 
the great scholar and statesman is as 
obscure as that of a man whose name 
and fume were no part of the glory of 
his country. 


His grave is destitute even of a head* 
stone. It is covered by an old fashioned 
marble slab which was placed there 100 
years ago and is now worn and discol­ 
ored by age. 


Nothing has been done to it since 
Franklin was bnried there, and even 
the modest arrangements of the grave 
are not kept in the perfect condition 
that is expected of a great man’s tomb. 
The earth on all sides is bare of grass, 
the common thatching of the common­ 
est grave, and an air of desolation is 
about the whole place. 


The sexton said that the descendants 
of Franklin would not do anything to 
repair the grave; neither would they al­ 
low anybody else to do anything. Ev­ 
ery day he has received offers of sub­ 
scriptions from visitors, who are dis­ 
tressed by the forlorn appearance of 
Franklin’s resting place and who would 
like to see it improved. In reply he 
says, as he has been instructed, that 
Franklin wished it so, ** being a plain 
man averse to display of any kind.” 
Not long ago, at his own expense, he 
had the fading inscription reçut, or else 
even the only distinguishing mark, the 
name, would be gone. 


If he had not done so, the last rest­ 
ing place of the greatest man, outside 
of Washington, in American history 
would have been forgotten and un­ 
known. Who is responsible for this con­ 
dition of affairs? Not the living rela­ 
tives of Franklin. 
The responsibility 
rests with the American people, to 
whom the man belongs. They should 
see to it in the future that what little is 
there to mark the grave is kept in bet­ 
ter order than it has been in the past. 


Before he died Franklin provided for 
his own gravestone and instructed a 
stonecutter of his acquaintance iu every 
detail, even to the inscription which 
was to be placed upon it. Ho desired to 
be buried beside his wife, who had 
died some years before, and a common 
slab was to be placed over them both. 


he inscription arranged as he ordered 
it reads :

From word that we 
have received from Constantinople, 
both directly and indirectly, we con­ 
sider it most probable that he will not 
return to his former position at the head 
of the University of Michigan at the 
end of the year’s leave of absence given 
him. 


“He is in the midst of a work of very 
great and serious importance to his 
government, and for him to leave that 
work unfinished would be worse than 
not to come back to us as president of 
the institution, whose affairs he has ad 
ministered for so long a time. 


“ We do not expect him, and, in fact 
will consider it odd if he should give 
up the duties of his present position to 
return to the university. In his place 
now as president of the institution 
Harry L. Hutchins, whose work 
magnificent. The executive end of the 
college has never been handled better 
than he is handling it. He is Dr. An 
gell’s logical successor, and in case the 
latter docs not return, and we are of 
the opinion that he will not, I may sa 
in frankness, that it is more than pro 
able that Mr. Hutchins will be nameu 
his permanent successor.”

ing across the state of New Jersey, 
monnted tbe Palisades, pushed their 
way across the Hudson river, scoured 
over Manhattan Island and slid out into 
the Atlantic ocean, whither theydisin- 
tegr«ied and sank into the deep or per­ 
haps glided ou to the other shore. 


But in their onward march these 
glaciers left indestructible evidence of 
tbeir grinding stride, and today all 
along the palisades the trap rocks and 
bowlders are worn smooth where the 
mountains of ice and sand passed over 
them. In some rocks are deep scratches, 
all pointing eastward 
and showing 
which way the glacial deposits drifted. 
There is the evidence, mute, but indis­ 
putable. 


To the careful observer ^ere are 
numberless other evidences oMthe pres­ 
ence of glacial influences in the past, 
but none is more convincing than the 
tramp bowlder that has finally settled 
down in the woods in the heart of En­ 
glewood borough. There it sits, a tow­ 
ering mass of rock weighing perhaps 
200 tons and resting upon three points 
which in themselves find a purchase on 
a flat rook that is part of and common 
to the character of rock which composes 
tbe palisades. 
But, strangely enough 
and to the wonderment of geologists, 
the tramp bowlder is red sandstone from 
the Jersey hills 25 miles inland, and 
the pedestal is metamorphite or soft 
granite. 


Around 
this marvelous monument 
have grown trees that may perhaps be 
a century old, and they have completely 
hedged it iu, while the rock itself has 
stood where it stands today for thou­ 
sands of years. On the pedestal or that 
part of it which is protected from the 
action of the elements can be seen the 
deep ridges and scars made across its 
flat surface by the great ¡¡finding pres­ 
sure of the body of ice and sand that 
passed over it countless years ago when 
Kew York was ice and snow clad and 
the world was a desolate waste in a 
stat^ of chaos. 


This tramp bowlder has caused geol­ 
ogists much wonderment and is regard­ 
ed today as one of the finest specimens 
ever left in the wake of a glacier. It is 
equally astounding as though an explor­ 
er should find the hull of a steamboat in 
the Sahara desert. The only way it could 
get there would be through some great 
convulsion that had lauded it from the 
sea in the heart of the inland sands.— 
New York Journal.

Rcainna W hy They Ar« N ot A ll of 
One Shape. 


Why is there not a lixed form for all 
eggs? We can see no reason iu the anat­ 
omy of the bird, but we may often find 
reasons for the shape of any particular 
egg in its later history. 


It is noticeable, for instance, that the 
more spherical eggs, as those of owls, 
trogons and the like, are usually laid 
in iioles iu the earth, rocks or trees, 
where they cannot fall out of the nest, 
and that the eggs of the ordinary song 
bird, which makes a well constructed 
ne.st, are oval, while the slim, straight 
sided, conoidal eggs, tapering sharply 
to a point, belong to birds that construct 
little or no uest—to the shore birds, 
terns, guillemots and the like. 
Why? 
Becauso these last drop them in small 
clutches and with little or no prepara­ 
tion upou saud or loek, where, were 
they spherical, they could only w’ith 
ditliculty be kept closer beueath the sit­ 
ting bird, but conical objects will tend 
always to roil toward a center. 
An ad­ 
ditional advantage is that eggs of the 
latter shape will take up less space— 
form a snugger package to bo warmed. 
In tiie case of guillemots the single egg 
laid is es|)eciully flat sided and tapering, 
and the species owes its perpetuation 
largely to this circumstance, since, 
were it not for tiie egg’s toplike tenden­ 
cy to revolve about its own apex, the 
chances are that it would be pushed off 
the ledge of naked sea cliff where the 
careless or stupid bird leaves it. 


This suggests a word in reference to 
the popular fable that sitting birds care 
fully turn their eggs every day or often 
er io order to warm them equally. 
No 
such thing is done, because unnecessary, 
since, as we have seen, the germinal 
part always rises to the top and places 
itself nearest the infiuential warmth of 
the mother’s body.—Ernest Ingersoll in 
Harper’s Magazine.

THAT URMOR PLANT, 


Government Coming to the Idea that 


It Will Contract for the Plate 


With Private Concerns. 


DON’T LIKE IT. 


CARNEGIE HAS A'.NEW PROCESS 


Has S ecured th e Exclusive Use of 
th e Krupp Process In This 
Country. 


There is little hope that Benton Har* 
•r or any other town will ffet a gov- 
rnment armor plant. It is very doubt* 
ill if any will ever be built. The 
Scientific American of last Saturday 
sums up the situation as follows: 


There is some prospect of a settle­ 
ment of the armor plant controversy 
between the government and the iirms 
engaged in armor plate manufacture,by 
the latter offering to supply a much su­ 
perior plate at the price lixed upon by 
the secretary of the navy. It Is well 
understood in naval circles that the 
Krupp factory is turning out nlckle 
plates treated with Its new gas process 
which have shown better ballistic 
results than the nickle-stecl 
Har 
vey plates which have 
won such 
world-llke celebrity. It now appears 
that the Carnegie and Bethlehem com­ 
panies have acquired the rights to the 
Krup^ ,*«ocess in this country, and two 
experimental plates are being made 
which will shortly be tested at the na­ 
val proving station at Indian Head. 
The Krupp plates have shown all the 
hardness nt the Harvey plates, with a 
remarkabj i toughness which renders it 
practically Impossible to break them. 
Extreme toughness and extreme hard­ 
ness seemed to be incompatible in the 
same plate, until Harvey combined the 
two by the Ube of nickel and face hard­ 
ening. The hardneri.s, however, is al­ 
ways present in greater degree than 
the toughnes.s in Harvey plates. The 
new Krupp process seems to render the 
plate absolutely proof against fracture 
If the two experiiiienial plates show 
all the good quaUlies expected of them, 
the obvious c jurse for the government 
would be to hx a fair price and cIom; 
contract for the supply of the much 
needed arnior for the new battleniiips

Last year the board marked out a 
plan whereby the city could save $1,500 
)er year on its lighting bill and the 
members are just as much opposed to 
prodigality in the expenditure of the 
people’s money now as they were at 
that time. 


“I cannot see,” said one of the mem­ 
bers of the board today, “why Benton 
larbor should pay $80 per light on a 
three years’ contract when other cities 
under similar circumstances get lights 
for $54 per year.” 


The public generally are opposed to 
the Bean plan of binding the city up 
with an expensive contract.

for afternoon shopping, tea dnnkin}^ 
and flirtation.

T he E a rly L ondon Omnibus* 


When the queen came to the throne, 
omnibuses were a new but already pop­ 
ular institution. They were longer, nar­ 
rower and lower than tho present ones 
and had no seats on tho roof. Tho pas­ 
sengers were carefully shut iu by a 
door at the end, as if to make quite sure 
of them, once they \vere captured, till 
they had paid tlieir fares. On a little 
round i)erch behind stood the conductor 
or “ cad,” hanging on by a leather loop 
passed over his arm. Sixpence was the 
usual bus fare (50 years ago, w'hether 
you went from beginning to end of the 
journey or only a few hundred yards. 
As thi re was very little regulation of 
tho street traftic of London in those 
days, if the bus was filled up at start­ 
ing it went like a fire engine in order 
to get in an extra journey, but other­ 
wise it crawled and pottered ab(mt till 
the reijuisite number was obtained. 


Each omnibus was licensed only for 
a particular route. 
It patd the stage­ 
coach duty of 1*5 when first started and 
a shilling a year for keeping the license 
in force, besides a mileage duty, varying 
with the number of passengers it would 
hold, but coniing to about threepence 
per mile on the average.—Gentleman’s 
Magazine.

Ko appropriate 
itone rises over it, the ground roiuid 
about it is nnoared for, and the tomb of 
the great scholar and statesman is as 
obscure as that of a man whose name 
and fame were no part of the glory of 
his country. 


His grave is destitute even of a head­ 
stone. It is covered by an old fashioned 
marble slab which was placed there 100 
years ago and is now worn and discol­ 
ored by age. 


Nothing has been done to it since 
Franklin was buried there, and even 
the modest arrangements of the grave 
are not kept in the perfect condition 
that is expected of a great man’s tomb. 
The earth on all sides is bare of grass, 
the common thatching of the common­ 
est grave, and an air of desolation is 
about the whole place. 


The sexton said that the descendants 
of Franklin would not do anything to 
repair the grave; neither would they al­ 
low anybody else to do anything. Ev­ 
ery day he has received offers of sub* 
soriptious from visitors, who are dis­ 
tressed by the forlorn appearance of 
Franklin’s resting place and who would 
like to see it improved. In reply he 
says, as he has been instructed, that 
Franklin wished it so, “ being a plain 
man averse to display of any kiud.” 
Not long ago, at his own expense, he 
had the fading inscription recut, or else 
even the only distinguishing mark, the 
name, would be gone. 


If he had not done so, the last rest* 
ing place of the greatest man, outside 
of Washington, in American history 
would have been forgotten and un­ 
known. Who is responsible for this con­ 
dition of affairs? Not the living rela­ 
tives of Franklin. The responsibility 
rests with the American people, to 
whom the man belongs. They should 
see to it in the future that what little is 
there to mark the grave is kept in bet­ 
ter order than it has been in the past. 


Before he died Franklin provided for 
bis own gravestone and instructed a 
stonecutter of his acquaintance in every 
detail, even to the inscription which 
was to be placed upon it. He desired to 
be buried beside hia wife, who had 
died some years before, and a common 
slab was to be placed over them both. 
Tho inscription arranged a3 he ordered 
it reads:
